The 
purpose is said to be to put a pre- 
mium on operating efficiency and 
to protect the consumer from ex- 
cessive prices, 
Officials said the tire trade was 
headed for wholesale bankruptcies 


jast month because of a price war. 
NRA negotiated a 40-day truce 
which expires May 14. 

A retail tire code, now completed, 
will go into effect that day. Under 
it Administration Hugh S. Johnson 
will declare an emergency and pro- 
mulgate a “floor” price for every 
size and grade of tire, beginning at 
$5.20 for the lowest grade tires of 
the size most used on Fords and 
Chevrolets. 

Thinks Higher Prices Necessary. 

Most dealers will have to charge 
more to stay in business, said Hen- 
derson, as there was no profit and 
not enough margin to cover the 
average dealer’s expenses in the 
“floor” price. Only the mail order 
houses that buy tires at much low- 
er figures will make a profit on 
such prices but they are to be pre- 
vented from making big price con- 
cessions to their customers at the 
expense of small service stations. 

Henderson said he thought this 
method would make sure _ that 
“emergencies” warranting price 
control should not become perma- 
nent but should have “terminal fa- 
cilities.” The tire industry itself, 
he said, may become “glad to get 
rid of it,” by putting its own af- 
fairs in bettér shape. 

Chance for Economy. | 
There was some indication that 
the industry had hoped for much 
higher price protection, but Hen- 
derson contended that “this .offers 
opportunity to the manufacturers 
to clean up and effect economies of 
operation which the consumer is 
entitled to.” 

A tendency, he suggested, might 
develop to reduce the invoice cost 
of tires to dealers as fast as pos- 
sible so he could realize a profit 
rear the “floor” price. 

NRA, however, will maintain 
freedom to declare the emergency 
at an end or to revise the price 
scale. 

He said the policy was no pro- 
gram of regimentation by NRA 
but was one which the tire men 
requested. 

It was stated that “floor” prices 
will be a substantial reduction from 
the list prices during the truce.

J. E. Ragen, warden of the 
Southern Illinois Penitentiary at 
Menard, told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day that he had 200 men—deputy 
sheriffs, prison attaches and citi- 


zens—searching for Randol Eugene 
Norvell, former East Side gambler 
and one of the kidnapers of Au- 


gust Luer, who made a spectacular 
escape from the prison yesterday. 

“We expect to pick him up to 
day,” the wardén said. “We've got 
some good information.” 

A. L. Bowen, Director of Public 
Welfare, announced at Springfield 
that he thought two employes of 
the prison would be discharged for 
negligence. Warden Ragen cor-‘ 
roborated this, but declined, for thc 
present, to discuss the alleged neg- 
ligence or to disclose the names of 
the employes. 

Norvell and a fellow prisoner, 
James O’Connell, convicted burglar, 
crawled 275 feet through a 14-inch 
sewer pipe and filed their way 
through two sets of one-inch bars 
set into the pipe, to make their 
escape. 

They entered the pipe through a 
manhole concealed in a corrfer of 
the boiler house some time yester- 
day afternoon, Warden Ragen 
said. The bars in the pipe were 
of iron, he continued, and a man 
with a file could remove both of 
them in half an hour. One set of 
bars was at each end of the sewer. 
The end of the sewer is outside the 
prison walls, about 50 feet from 
the Mississippi River, into which 
it empties. 

The prisoners, Warden Ragen 
believes, swam across the chilly 
Mississippi and separated. Search- 
ers have been informed that Nor- 
vell, ‘still wearing his prison garb, 
was seen last evening near Perry- 
ville, Mo., directly west of the 
prison. 

None of the guards saw the <on- 
victs leave. Their absence was not 
discovered until inmates of the 
prison were checked before supper. 
Norvel! and O’Connell were model 
prisoners. Neither, Raegan said, 
had any marks against his record. 

“T have just talked to a man who 
has beén employed here for 17 
years, and he tells me this is the 
first time anyone has even tried to 
escape through this pipe,” he said. 

Randol Norvell was the “brains” 
of the plot to kidnap August Luer, 
75-year-old Alton meat packer and 
bank president. Lwuer was kept 
prisoner six days in a small cave 
beneath a ched on the farm just 
east of East St. Louis, of Mike 
Musiala, unemployed laborer who 
also was convicted of the kidnap- 
ing. Then he was released without 
payment of ransom, the abductors 
having failed to complete negotia- 
tions with Luer’s relatives and fear- 
ing that the prisoner might die of 
the hardships he suffered in cap- 
tivity. :

Wafchman Perishes in Blaze at 
Old Pepper Plant, Now 
Schenley Property.

LEXINGTON, K\, April 28.—Old 
whisky valued at more than $5,000,- 
000 was destroyed early today when 
four warehouses at the old James 
E. Pepper distillery burned. 

A night watchman, Stanley Tra- 
vis, died in a Lexington hospital 
from bufns suffered when he was 
trapped between two blazing build- 
ings. Investigators said the fire 
started about 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when Travis threw gasoline in 
a heating stove to start a fire.

_ Albert Ridge, associate counsel 
for the Insurance Superintendent, 
pointed out that the insurance com- 
pany now has deposits of $610,849 
in the Grand National Bank and 
$663,532 in the Wellston Trust Co., 
constituting, in the respective closed 
depositories, one-third and four- 
fifths of the total deposits.

$520,000 in loans by the Grand 
National Bank to Mays, his asso- 
ciates and affiliated companies and

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WHAT THE BOND ISSUES MEAN. 

We feel sure that none of the many thousands of 
persons who have been thronging the Munitipal Plaza 
during the last week could fail to experience a feel- 
ing of pride in St. Louis. Although the Plaza \s 
still unfinished, it has a majestic sweep, emphasized 


illumination, it presents a type of municipal gran- 
deur St. Louisans hitherto have had to seek else- 
where in this country and in Europe. We are at 
last doing for St. Louis what the great Baron Georges 
Bugene Haussmann did for Paris when he opened 4 
up that city with great boulevards and plazas like 
Place de la Concorde, and let light and air stream 
into what were once pestilential holes. 

We believe that the finest argumént for the success 
of the forthcoming bond issue election is furnished 
by the new appearance of the Municipal Plaza and 
the opening of the magnificent Municipal Auditori- 
um. That furnishes an object lesson of what can 
be done when a city—as St. Louis did in 1923— 
shakes off the lethargy of a century and determines 
to be worthy of itself. As the slogan for the city 
bond issue of $16,100,000, to be voted on May 15, 
Mayor Dickmann has chosen the words, “Let’s finish 
the job.” More money is needed to complete the 
Municipal Auditorium and the Civil Courts building, 
and for the devélopment and beautification of Munici- 
pal and Aloe plazas. We cannot believe that St. 
Louis, ‘now that it has glimpsed the possibilities of 
wise capital expenditure, will fail to authorize the 
additional sums needed. 

But there is a far graver purpose in the bond issue 
election of May 15 than.the beautification of St. 
Louis. It is the necessity of creating employment 
for men who are now walking the streets. That is 
why the St. Louis proposal is known as the National 
Recovery bond issue campaign. It is not simply a 
local election which will be held May 15. St. Louis 
will be acting also as a part of a great national 
movement to bring prosperity back to the country. 
A solemn obligation rests upon all citizens to aid in 
that all-important endeavor. 

In addition to the city bond issue, St. Louisans 

will be called upon to approve or reject the $10,000,- 
000 State bond issue to end the disgraceful conditions 
in State institutions. They will vote on a $2,000,000 
Board of Education bond issue for new and needed 
schools. The people of St. Louis County will vote on 
a $1,750,000 bond issue, $1,500,000 to be used for a 
new courthouse to replace the present antiquated 
structure, and $250,000 for an addition to the County 
Hospital. 
If all of these bond issues are approved by the’ 
voters, they will be supplemented by outright Fed- 
eral grants which need not be repaid. In the case 
of St. Louis, the grant will range from $4,000,000 to 
$5,000,000. The Board of Education stands to re- 
ceive about $600,000, the State of Missouri approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 and St. Louis County approximate- 
ly $400,000. P 

Under the extraordinary circumstances in which we 
find ourselves, it is not surprising that there is little 
opposition to any of these bond issues, and an almost 
complete absence of partisanship. For example, as 
against the refusal of Chairman Curtis of the Repub- 
lican State Committee to give his support to the 
State bond issue because of some goblin he has con- 
jured up, we find Henry Kiel, three times Republican 
Mayor of St. Louis, speaking as follows: 

Had we not passed the $87,500,000 bond issue 
in 1923, where would we have been during the de- 
pression? Those projects did much to keep a 
great many people at work. Furthermore, if the 
bond issue of 1923 was a good thing when passed 


under a Republican administration, it should nec- 
essarily be a desirable thing under a Democratic 


I feel confident that anyone who thinks he is 
opposed to this coming bond issue simply does 
not know the true facts and the great importance 
of passing this bond issue. And by no stretch 
of the imagination can this $16,100,000 bond is- 
sue be construed as a partisan issue. The Demo- 
crats helped us pass the bond issue in 1923, and 
the Republicans should now help the Democrats 
to pasa this bond issue. 

It will mean work for St. Louis people, and the 

construction of these projects will aid to allevi- | 
ate human misery. 
The campaign for the bond issues is now in full 
swing. In the citys where a two-thirds majority is 
required for the success of the local bond issues, 
Mayor Dickmann is demonstrating his fine ability 
in organization. In every city block, voters will be 
informed as to the significance and importance of a 
victory on May 15. In the State, where a majority 
vote is sufficient, an aggressive campaign is being 
carried on. In the success of the bond issues lie not 
only the hopes of the Ginemployed, but the self-respect 
of a great State and a great city, which have always 
heretofore proudly cared for their own people. 
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THE FUTURE OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Although the next election of members of the 
Board of Education will not be held until April, 1935, 
now is the time for friends of the school system to 
start discussion—and action—if the manner of se- 
lecting and operating the board is to be improved. 
Proposed changes would have to be submitted to the 
new Legislature, convening next January. 

There has been an abundance of haphazard talk for 
years about improving the caliber and efficiency of 
the board. While the community dallied, the politi- 
cians worked quietly, and last year the Democratic 
Legislature enacted an objectionable law to make the 
board bipartisan instead of nonpartisan. This will 
be effective in the next election, unless knocked out. 
It requires that at each biennial board election two 
Democrats and two Republicans shall be chosen. 
The board of 12 members, heretofore selected with- 
out open regard to politics, now consists of nine Re- 
publicans, a veteran Democrat and two Democrats 
chosen in last year’s landslide. Any future plan for 
a nonpartisan board should offer a safeguard against 
covert partisan control of elections. 

What is needed, primarily, is a strong, permanent 
organization of citizens, with high principles and 
intelligent guidance, representative of the community 
as a whole, to advocate changes in the method of 
picking the board, to inform voters on the qualifica- 
tions or disqualifications of candidates, to bring out 
and support worthy candidates, and to maintain & 
year-in, year-out watch over the school system. It 
should not concern itself with educational policies, 
but with the support by the board of able educators: 
it should maintain a watch over school finances. 
Such interested agencies as the League of Women 
Voters and the Public School Patrons’ Alliance might 
participate in forming it.

: TAXATION AND THE LIQUOR INTERESTS. 


Mayor Dickmann is going to ask the liquor and 
oil interests Monday to agree to a program of taxa- | 
tion which will provide for the city’s sinking fund 
needs for the coming fiscal year. 

As will be recalled, the Board of Aldermen re- 
cently defeated the Mayor’s proposal for a gallon- 
age tax on beer. Spurred on by the brewers, all 
of the Republican Aldermen voted against the gal- 
lonage tax, and three Democrats joined’ them. 

The situation in St. Louis with regard to liquor 
taxes is downright scandalous. Before prohibition, 
the city obtained $1,500,000 a year in liquor revenue. 
That was at a time when liquor was cheap and 
when the city had a smaller population than it has 
now. Under the present liquor control erdinance, 
the city stands to receive a paltry $300,000 a year— 
one-fifth the former figure. There is something wrong | 
with this picture. Liquor prices are sky-high; the 
city is full of saloons, and someone is cleaning up. 
It is not the municipal treasury. 

We have warned the brewers and distillers before, 
and expect to do it again, that the public is not 
going to tolerate being victimized by them. It was 
the expectation of St. Louisans who voted for repeal 
that the city would get at least $1,000,000 annually 
from liquor taxes. In fact, one of the great argu- 
ments for repeal all over the country was the taxa- 
tion benefits that supposedly were to flow from it. 
It appears, so far as St. Louis is concerned, the ad- 
vocates of repeal are seriously disillusioned. 

The city faces a deficit during the coming year 
of about $1,500,000. Real estate is paying its share 
of taxation. It is up to the liquor interests to do 
their share. We feel certain that Mayor Dickmann 
has the thorough support of the community in his 
position on the beer tax, and will haveyts support 
on other proposals to increase liquor revenues. 
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FLOWERING LOVELINESS. 

Tomorrow is the day to go to Calhoun County. 
Word has come down from Hardin that its number- 
less apple trees, which have been bursting into bloom 
during the last: several days, will be at their love- 
liest over the week-end. Only those who have seen 
that rugged countryside in its full glory can know 
what this means and what a breath-taking spectacle 
awaits those who are to view it for the first time. 

Flowering orchards spread out along the bluff tops, 
drop away down the hillsides, overhang the river 
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here-and there. For when apple blossom time comes, 
from its tip end, where the Mississippi and Illinois 
flow together, throughout its length far to the north, 
Calhoun County is white, faintly pink and fragrant. 
The highways look down on massed beauty; they 
look up on it, across it, through it. 

Nor are the glories of the apple festival all that 
Redbud, preserved by chill days and 
nights, and deeper in hue, still colors ravines and 
lingers along the crests. Any hour now the first 
dogwood will open its creamy petals and send the 


And for those who take the river road 
from Grafton by way of Rosedale, the bluebells, out 
in greater numbers than for many a spring, have 
painted a June sky against the winding hills. 
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A SEA SERPENT EXPLAINED. 

They had a sea serpent scare at Lake George, N. Y., 
30 summers ago. It was a fierce monster on the 
hippogriff order, with a large red mouth and four 
sharp fangs, huge blue ears, baleful green eyes. Many 
responsible persons saw it emerge from the lake 
depths, gaze about the landscape and submerge. New 
York reporters failed to get a glimpse of it, but re- 
corded plenty of graphic eye-witness accounts. The 
country discussed it heatedly, and Lake George visit- 
ors were frightened nearfy out of their wits. Then 
the monster ceased its appearances, and has been 
seen no more. 

Now the phenomenon is explained by the belated 
confession of Harry W. Watrous, veteran artist and 
president of the National Academy of Design. He 
carved the sea serpent from a cedar log, painted 
it in convincing realism, supplied telegraph wire 
insulators for eyes and operated it from a hiding 
place on the shore by means of pulleys. It was 
just a prank on his friends, Mr. Watrous explains, 
and he nearly died laughing that summer.

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CO-ORDINATING FISHERIES’ ACTIVITIES.

Germany, are needed for Government's new role of arbiter in nation’s economic 
strife; since our political officials are unfitted for this task, writer nominates col- 
lege professors to administer new controls and elevate the science of government.

AKEN from the long view, what has 
: F happened to this country since Mr. 

Roosevelt’s inauguration can be simply 
stated. Before then, it used to be that con- 
flicts betwéen economic and cultural groups 
in America were fought out with naked ~ 
hands to a remorseless finish. Generally, 
wages and hours in industry were deter- 
mined by periodic strikes, ending only when 
one side—almost always the workers—was 
exhausted. Price wars between industrial- 
ists continued until one reached bankruptcy. 
No quarter was ever given by the big 
manufacturer or distributor to the little man. 

Henceforth, under the New Deal, in busi- 
ness and industry and throughout our na- 
tional life, the Government will sit as im- 
partial arbitrator of such conflicts. The 
universal relief with which the ending of 
the previous claw-and-fang regime has been 
accepted by the country, even by our free- 
booting business feudal lords, has been one 
of the most extraordinary episodes in our 
history. In all the protests of the great 
New York investment banking houses 
against the Securities Act, the utmost they 
have asked for is a relaxation of its crim- 
inal penaities; not once have they disputed 
the principle of Government supervision. 

The New York Stock Exchange, through 
its president, Richard Whitney, has pro- . 
posed its own plan for Federal regulation. 
True, it was offered to escape the rigors 
of the Fletcher-Rayburn bill, but a year ago 
the suggestion of the stock exchange igvit- 
ing Federal control would have. s ed 
fantastic. : 

The whirling course of the New Deal 
has more than once seemed perplexing and 
unfamiliar. But, in essentials, Mr. Roose- 
velt has only been doing convulsively, and 
in one great gulp, what has been done 
throughout the last 50 years, slowly and 
piecemeal, in England and Germany. Nei- 
ther of these countries ever had anti-trust 
laws; in both, workers’ unions grew to. 
strength early. More than a generation ago, 
nation- and world-wide monopolies and 
powerful trade associations arose in iKn- 
gland, and the carte] system became estab- 
lished in Germany. Wage and hour agree- 
ments between employers’ groups and in- 
dustry-wide workers’ unions grew to be the 
practice. With this, hesitantly and un- 
evenly, supervision of trade practices, prices 
and employer-worker agreements began to 
be exercised by the governments. 


Government regulation has not produced 
paradises in England or Germany; we 
ought not to believe that the New Weal 
will in America. However, for such mitiga- 
tion of class and group struggles as it may 
bring, we cannot have Government regula- 
tion without the creation of a civil service. 
The indispensable factor in Government 
regulation in England and Germany has 
been the British Civil Service and the Prus- 
sian Beamten, In them, the impartial arbi- 
tration of the Government between warring 
private factions is personified. 

In both England and Germany, the civil 
servants represent a type we do not 
possess. The tish civil servant, at his 
best, comes from one of the English county 
families, landowners since the conquest. In

Germany, the Eeamier te (a@ far he ie She 2 


changed under Hitler), the descendant 
of the Teutonic Knights, who won their East 
Prussian lands five centuries ago. 

The essential qualification is not Drains, 
or administrative ability, but neutrality. 
They are outside and above the economic 
and cultural conflicts of their countries. Be- 
cause of their birth, they are above social 
ambitions. They are well paid, well pen- 
sioned. The almost universal urge of com- 
mon folk to gain wealth for power, for 
ostentation, or to found a family is not in 

‘them. They cannot, the best of them, be 
bribed or influenced; for there is nothing 
you can offer them. 

Beyond this, the best of them are upheld 
in their duties by a curious kind of loyalty, 
an indescribable devotion to the soil of their 
families. The sweating, toiling, struggling 
citizens of England and Germany value them 
for these qualities and, at each of the in- 
finity of points at which the civil service 
touches their lives, accept its judgments. 

It would, of course, be grossly untrue to 
describe the British and German civil ser- 
vants too rosily. Along with their admir- 
able trai they are most of them fussy, 
unimaginative, unsupple and occasionally 
one turns up who is venal.. But while ad- 
ministrations rise and fall, while party lead- 
ers, responsive to shifting pressures, decide 
the broad objectives of policy, the civil ser- 
vants are the ones who, day by day, govern. 
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At its minimum, Mr. Roosevelt's New Deal 


means regulation, through NRA, of busi- 
ness and industry, at least to the extent of 
preventing homicidal competition and of 
safeguarding workers and consumers; it 
means regulation, through AAA, of the 
farmer’s production, his sales and markets; 
it means supervision, presumably through 
the Federal Trade Commission, of the coun- 
try’s capital investment, of its commercial 
banking and its stock exchanges. ‘rhis is 
a task impossible with our traditional gov- 
ernmental personnel of political party 
workers. They are, as a class, in politi 
as an indolent means of livelihood, and their 
distinctive standards of integrity fave en- 
tertained, and very rarely outraged, Amer- 
icans since the founding of the country. 
We have in America no hereditary land- 


- Owning class from which to recruit our New 


Deal civil service. Our nearest equivaient 


_ are the college professors, and the neutral 


professor in Washington is the element 
which will decide the New Deal’s success 
or failure. Like the county families of En- 
gland and the petty East Prussian nobility, 
the professors are in a sense above ana out- 
side the preoccupations and temptations of 
the rest of us. Their college posts estab- 
lish them in the community, give them a 
sure livelihood, and in due time, presumably 
a pension. Beyond this, they have, or are 
supposed to have, a loyalty to scientific 
truth and to the scholar’s way of iife. 

If the Government henceforth is to fix 
limits to the destructiveness of private com- 
petition and impose a peace of govern- 
mental regulation upon us, more and more 
college professcrs must go to Washington 


. until, in the future, we shall succeed in 


building for ourselves a professional Amer-

The home-town crowd gave Ven- 
zke lots of vocal encouragement 
but the Penn star was unequal to 
meet the Kansas star’s closing 
sprint after setting the pace for 
three laps. They ran stride for 
stride until the back stretch of the 
last lap, where Cunningham put on 
the pressure for the first time, shot 
past Venzke and won going away 
in the home stretch. 

Cunningham's time wiped out the 
track record of 4:14, made here 
three years ago by Leo Lermond of 
the New York Athletic Club. 

The time of the race, by quarters 
was 64.9 seconds, 2.08:6, 3:11 and 
4:118. Venzke was clocked in 
4:14.8. 

The race marked the — eleventh 
time Cunningham and Venzke have 
met since the 1932 Olympic tryouts, 
when the latter was beaten out by 
his Kansas rival for the last place 
on the 1500 meter team. It was 
Cunningham’s second victory with- 
in a week over Venzke and his 
tenth altogether over the Penn 
runner. The result left no doubt 
about Glenn’s superiority, once he 
turned on the steam. 

Indiana’s relay stars, captained 
by Charles Hornbostel, scored their 
second conquest in two days when

By The Rev. Joseph Fort Newton 


ABBI BEN MAIMON, a Jewish 

sage who lived in Spain seven 

centuries ago, described eight 
degrees or steps on the ladder of 
charity. ‘ 

The first and lowest is to give, 
but with reluctance and regret—it 
is a gift of the hand and not of 
the heart. The second is to give 
cheerfully, but not’ proportionately, 
to the distress of the sufferer. 

The third is to give cheerfully, 
and proportionately, but not until 
solicited. The fourth is to give 
cheerfully, proportionately, and un- 
solicited; but to put it in the hand 
and thereby excite the shame of 
the man. 

The fifth is to give charity in 
such a way that the needy may re 
ceive the bounty and know their 
benefactor, without being known 
to him. Such was the conduct of 
those who used to tie up their 
money in the corners of their 
cloaks, so that the poor might take 
it unperceived. 

The sixth is to know the object 
of our bounty, but remain unknown 
to them. Such was the custom of 
the ancients who used to convey: 
their gifts into the dwellings of the 
poor, disguised and wearing masks, 
taking care that their persons and 
names should remain unknown. 

The seventh, which rises still 
higher, is to bestow charity in such 
a way that the benefactor may not 
know the relieved persons, as was 
done in the days of the Temple. 
There was a place called the Cham- 
ber of the Silent, wherein gifts 
were deposited secretly and the 
poor took secretly. 

But the eighth and highest of all 
—is to anticipate charity by pre 
venting poverty; that is, to assist 
the poor fellow-man, either by a 
large gift or sum of money, or by 
teaching him a trade, or by putting 
him in the way of business, so that. 
he may earn an honest and happy 
livelihood. 

In other words, so to organize 
society as to give an opportunity 
to men to make a living for those 
they love, and not be forced to the 
dreadful alternative of holding out 
the hand for charity. 

This is the highest rung on the 
golden ladder of charity, and he 
only is truly wise who works and 
gives with that ideal as his ultimate 
goal. Such was the advice of a 
sage about love, as expressed in 
charity.
